The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about March 24, 201 1 - June 7, 2011 you or your 
organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations:

to include daily observations and frequent communication 
with the attending veterinarian to convey information on 
problems of animal health, behavior, and well-being. 
(**Records outside the alpaca animal enclosure have indicated for 
several weeks that treatment is needed for chronic red eyes. 

**The goat with tag# 0006 was observed lying down in the shelter 
while the rest of the animals were walking around. 

**The goat with tag# 0006 got up and walked with an abnormal high 
stepping gait with its front legs. 

**There were no records documenting goat tag #0006 condition or 
treatment. 

**The goat called Pee Wee has overgrown hooves) 

3.125 (a) • Construct facility of such material and of such strength as 

appropriate for the animals involved. Indoor and outdoor 
housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury 
and to contain the animals. 

(The five alpaca and nine goats enclosure chain link fence pulled 
apart and up from the ground creating a hole where animals may try 
sticking their head through.) 

Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation.
